When, on the 18th Bromaire, the other leaders of 
the Revolunion were paralyred by the op oeition they 
encountered, this general corevedl he Coune:l ot Five 
Hundred at the heed of a tile of grenadiers, and by 
rese.ing the Presdent, Lucian Buonaparte, gave a 
decwmve tura to the events of the day. Napoleon seems 
never to have forgotten this s rvice. 

Lefebvre was distingyished in all the campagns 
with Russa in 1505, and in 1807 invested and took 
Danitaic, sustaining in person several assaults of the 
em my. “maparte row created hon Duke of Daat.

The spring 
and fall exhibitions of our Horticultural Society, 
are said to exceed any thing of the kind in the 
United States, and no one will discredit the as- 
sertion who visite the premises of Col. Carr, 
Mr. Parker, Mr. Buist, Mr. McAran, and 
others in our immediate vicinity, and carefully 
examines, at the proper season, the beautiful 
productions of nature there to be found. These 
delightful exhibitions may be regarded as speci- 
mens of what might be effected, if the skill and 
knowledge of all our prominent horticulturists 
and botanists were united in one effort to fill, 
embellish and adorn, a public garden, such as 
the Jardin des plantes of Paris, or the flower 
garden of Malmaison. 

A public garden of this description would be, 
at all times, a museum of curiosities and a 
school for the study of nature, where the young 
and the gay, the aged and the sedate might re- 
sort for study, recreation and profitable reflec- 
tion.

pigrimage through this country, receiving the 
voluntary contributions of our citizens. This 
pilgrimage, as most of our readers are probably 
aware, wasundertaken with the view of deciding 
a bet, entered into by the Piper, and Count 
Bender, a Frenchman, as to the hospitality of 
different nations. It was agreed that the parties 
should travel in disguise, the one as a piper, in 
England, Ireland, Scotland and North America; 
the other as a fiddler, in France, Belgium, Italy, 
Switzerland and the Netherlands, to subsist on 
what the public might please to give them un- 
solicited. The one to whom the most is volun- 
tarily given, in the course of five years, wins a 
prize of £5000. 

It is stated that the Piper was an oificer in the 
British army, and that he served under Sir John 
Moore and the Duke of Wellington, during the 
greater part of the Peninsula war.
